WASHINGTON (lP+-Two amend- 
ments to the administration’s re- 
quest for “draft property” powers 
for President Roosevelt were sug- 
gested today. One would require 
congress to ratify the existence of 
a national emergency before pri-

ed; the other would limit the time 
such property could be held.

The amendment to limit the 
length of time the government could 
hold requisitioned private property 
Was suggested by Speaker Sam 
Rayburn who said the bill failed to 
make clear whether property could 
be held for the period of the emer- 
gency or “from here on out.”
